Washington, April 30—Missouri's 


Jean Valjean is to be saved from the 
penitentiary. The President today 
promised Senator Warner 
that he 


would exercise executive clemency in 
the case of John William January, 
alias Anderson, recently arrested in 
Kansas City, after living an upright 
life-for nine_ years, following his es- 
cape from the Leavenworth prison, 
Where he was serving a sentence for 
robbing a postofflce. 


Senator Warner 
brought to 
the 


White House a petition signed 
by 


2,500,prominent citizens and told the 
President that another 'bearing the 
signatures of 37,000 was all ready 
to ship east. 


The Senator also brought up let- 


ters signed by judges, ministers and 
business men praying for January's 
pardon. 


The President wrote this note to 


the attorney general: 


"In view 
of the 
statements of 


judges, bank presidents, 
etc,, who 


know him, I think Anderson's nine 
years of life as an honest citizen war- 
rants us in commuting his sentence 
at once or pardoning him outright."

AMERICANS WON 


First of International Boat Races at 


the-Jamestown Exposition 


Monday. 


Norfolk, Va., April 30.-—The first of 


the international boat races between 
the officers of warships gathered off 
Jamestown 
exposition

Hampton Roads was rowed between 
boat crews from the British armored 
cruiser Rcxburgh and the American 
battleships Alabama 'and Virginia. The 
Britishers were left far behind after 
holding the lead for the first hundred 
yards, and the Alabama jackies won 
from the Virginia's crew by a scant 
10 yards after a bow and bow struggle 
over the mile course. The victory for 
the Alabama's men won for them the 
"Jamestown" cup. 
RECEIVER NAMED 


CINCINNATI CO. 


Cincinnati, O., April <JU.—On petition 


of C. H. Pease a receiver was named 
by Judge O'Conuell for the Pease com- 
pany, manufacturers of sash, door, 
building material and general mill 
work. By agreement, W. A. Bennett, 
president of the Cincinnati chamber 
of commerce, was appointed receiver, 
and gave a bond in the sum of $23,000. 
The company is capitalized at $50,000 
and the assets are estimated at over 
4300,000, with liabilities estimated at 
1200,000 
Pease is president and a 


large stockholder in the company. He 
msks the court to take the business in 
charge and conduct it through a re- 
ceivership, in order that the business 
may not be sacrificed by creditors 
who are pressing for collection.

CONFERENCE HELD BETWEEN T.

IiAN'S REPRESENTATIVE. 


AND AGREEKNT WAS HADE 


Present Leader Says He Will Hold on 


Until He is Ousted Prom His 


Position. 


New York, April 30. — Following a 


conference between Timothy D. Sulli- 
van and Corporation Counsel William 
B. Ellison, the latter of whom repre- 
sented Mayor McClellan, an end to 
the contest between Charles Murphy 
and the mayor for the control of Tam- 
many Hall was announced. 


Mr. Ellison gave out a statement 


in which he said the mayor will be 
left to appoint the highest class of 
men he can find for city offices, but 
that he (Ellison) will advise against 
men inimical to the Democratic or- 
ganization or its leaders. Mr. Sulli- 
van, he said, agreed that only efficient 
men should be retained in or appoint- 
ed to city offices. 
The mayor will 


.recognize the right of its leaders to 
control the Democratic organization, 
and will ask the organization to give 
him its support in its efforts to solve 
the great municipal problems which 
confront him. 


Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tam- 


many Hall, said that Mr. aullivan con- 
ferred with him before making the 
agreement. In reply to a question 
whether he is to remain as leader, Mr. 
Murphy replied that he supposed he 
would remain until he was put out, but 
that was not a part of the agreement 
with the mayor. Mayor McClellan, 
when interviewed, said: "I have made 
no deal and I have authorized the 
making of no deal which alters my 
position in any way. It is and shall 
be my ambition to give the city the 
best administration that it is possible 
for me to give it, and factional politics 
will"not be permitted to interfere with 
that course. I take back nothing that 
I have said concerning the manage- 
ment of the Democratic organization. 
If the elements that constitute Tam- 
many Hall wish to harmonize on that 
plane, I am f>r harmony." 


Strtkebreakers In Oil Fields. 


Beaumont, Tex., April 
30.—Fifty 


strikebreakers arrived from New Or- 
leans to work in the oil fields for the 
Guffey company. All pumps, plates 
and pipe lines are working and the 
company claims to have plenty ot 
men. 
Samuel Gompers, presitlert of 


the American Federation pf Labor, has 
sent a special organizer hwe to take 
charge of the strike. The Guffey com- 
pany is employing a large number of 
men to act as guards. These are given 
authority of deputy sheriffs and are 
stationed about the property. 


Chair Factory Destroyed. 


Corry. Pa., April 30.—Fire destroyed 


the Union City Chair company at 
Union City, nine miles west of here, 
and damaged the Union City electric 
light plant, causing a monetary loss 
estimated at over $300,000. An hour 
after the fire started the water supply 
failed through a breakdown at th« 
pumping station of the water company.

REBEL FACTIONS 


FIGHT IN STREETS 


OF THE CAPITAL 


Men Who Helped Nicaragua 
Over- 


throw Bonilla's Troops Have 


Fallen Out. 


New Orleans, April 30. — A battle 


occurred recently in the streets of 
Tegucigalpa, capital of Honduras, be- 
tween factions of the victorious Hon- 
duran rebels who helped Nicaragua 
overthrow Bonilla's government. 


According to belated reports, troops 


©f the junta open hostilities among 
themselves on April 8. The fighting 
was brought on because of the un- 
usual kind of government which the 
leaders had tried. Three of these 
leaders, Resales, Bustillo and Castro, 
agreed to take turns as president, each 
serving 15 days. It developed, how- 
ever, that each during his term at- 
tempted to strengthen his party by 
dividing up the patronage where it 
would do him the most good. Finally 
the friends of Policarpo Bonilla pro- 
claimed Bustillo provisional president 
without any 15 days' clause, and the 
opposing factions did the same thing 
for Resales. Then fighting began in 
the streets. Badly aimed bullets show- 
ered upon the houses, but caused only 
seven deaths 
Later another battle 


was started near the town, but this 
time the Nicaraguan invaders marched 
up and literally arrested all the troops 
of both factions. This effectively stop- 
ped the fighting. Later General Leguel 
Davila became president, with the fac- 
tion leaders holding the ministerial 
offices.

Cincinnati, O., Api|l 30.—Secretary 


•f War Taft was th| guest of honor 
Monday night at the banquet given by 
the Business Men's club. He respond- 
ed to the toast, "The Panama Canal," 
and his address was well received. 
The secretary was uproariously ap- 
plauded when he declared: "If tha 
Panama canal is not completed within 
eight years from now, I shall be great- 
ly disappointed. If it is completed In 
less time than that. I shall not be 
greatly surprised." 


Referring to' the rejection of bids 


for the canal work, the secretary said: 
"We advertised for bids on the canal 
work, and then declined them for the 
reason that we found that It would be 
necessary for the contractors to_have 
the help of capitalists, and we would 
be compelled to allow to the contrac- 
tors 7 per cent interest on the money 
they would "be compelled to borrow 
from the capitalists. As we could 
borrow money at 2 per cent, this-7 per 
cent proposition did not appeal greatly 
to us." 


The business men's banquet came as 


a climax to the last of the three days 
of his present western trip, and it waa 
a fitting culmination to the reception 
that has been extended to him on 
every side by his Ohio friends. 
The 


hall was packed to its utmost limit 
Th* secretary, before the banquet, 
held an extended conference on the 
condition of Ohio politics with N. 0. 
Wright of Cleveland, who outlined to 
him the exact position of thejnajority 
of'the leading RepubKcatuT in the 
northern part of the state. The re- 
mainder of the day was given over to 
impromptu receptions to his friends. 
The secretary left for Washington at 
noon today. 


Opposed to State Primary. 


Toledo, O., April 30.—Walter Brown, 


chairman of the Republican state cen- 
tral committee, issued a statement in 
which he expressed himself as being 
oppose* to holding any primary this 
year, which, he points out, would con- 
fuse local with national issues. Mr. 
Brown said: 
"No request has been 


made of me as chairman of the state 
central committee to call a meeting 
for the purpose of considering a state 
primary 
election to determine the 


choice of the Republicans of Ohio for 
a presidential candidate. Until some 
such request is made I have nothing 
to add to what I said when such a 
state primary was first suggested, that, 
in my opinion, it would not be feasible 
to conduct a primary election upon a 
general election day." Mr. Brown 
stated that the members of the state 
committee are not tied up either by 
Foraker or Taft to the extent that they 
would act arbitrarily on any one sub- 
ject which might be of particular in- 
terest to either. That is to say, the 
committee would not let either Taft or 
Foraker dictate to the members Just 
what must be done. 


Senator Dick at Washington. 


Columbus, O., April 30. — Senator 


Charles Dick was unable to return to 
Ohio with the Jamestown party. Just 
before the Ohio officials reached the 
national capital Mrs Boud, sister of 
the junior senator, was run down by 
an automobile and very badly injured. 
Late advices indicate that she will re- 
cover, although she is in a serious 
condition, her chest being crushed 
severely under the heavy wheels. 


BETTFR FREIGHT RATES 


DEMAND OF SHIPPERS 


Cincinnati, 6., April 30.—Plans tor 


appealing to the interstate commerce 
commission for better freight rates to 
the southeast were arranged at t. con- 
ference hers between E. E William- 
son, commissioner of the Receivers' 
and Shippers' association of Cincin- 
nati, and H C. Barlow of the Chicago 
Shippers' association. "\Ve have ex- 
hausted 
every means to induce the 


railroads to give the central west bet- 
ter rates to the south, as compared 
with the eastern states, and an appeal 
to the coinmis:,ion is all that remains 
for us," said Mr. Barlow.

This Church Has Outgrown its Present Quarters and oiw 


Has Nearly 300 Members After Only a 


Year and a Hall Existence, 


Mr. Eli Hull, a Newark capitalist, 


has just completed an arrangement 
whereby 
the West 
Newark M. E 


church will 
receive a 
net 
sum of 


about_ ?14,000 or over toward 
the 


erection of a new house of worship. 
Mr. Hull has offered a beautifully lo- 
cated property, consisting of SO se- 
lect building lots, to the church. Dis- 
interested appraisers set the value of 
the property at 
$30,750. This ap- 


praisement will fall ?75 short of the 
average value of each lot. The prop- 
erty offered is situated in Hull's addi- 
tion, running to Church street 
be- 


tween Linden and Neal avenues. Mr. 
Hull has offered the church $10,750 
of this appraised 
value, plus any 


amount over this that the lots will 
bring. It is said that the church can 
net fully $3000 above the appraised 
value of the West Newark land. 


This arrangement has been under 


consideration for the past week. Pre- 
vious to tnis for several weeks, Mr. 
Hull has been 
considering 
negotia- 


tions with a prominent local'real es- 
tate dealer, whose intention it was to 
•place the lots on the market in 
the 


usual way. 


The only condition attached to the 


gift is that the property be sold with- 
in 30 days from the time of the ac- 
ceptance" of fhe proposition.

known as Elizabeth chapel, has been

Resignation 'Accepted. 


Washington, April 30.—A letter was 


sent from ihe executive offices accept- 
ing "forthwith" the resignation of Her- 
bert J. Hagerman as governor of New 
Mexico. This means, it is said, that 
the resignation will be accepted as 
soon as the president's letter reaches 
Governor Hagerman.

Jamestown, the Real Starting Poi&t 


ot Our Counlry. 


Thice ccntuiies ago Wingfield, New- 


port and Gosnold, with a baud of 107 
colonists, sailed thirty-two miles up 
the James River and there went ashore 
and stai ted a town which they named 
tor the same King James whose name 
was aheady borne by the river. Less 
sentiment attaches to this settlement 
—the first permanent settlement 
b> 


Englishmen in what are now tho 
United States—than to the one mn 
thirteen years later by refugees fiom 
religious persecution at Plymouth, but 
it was of vastly moie impoitance to 
the world than Fort San Marco, began 
by Spanish military adventure! s in St. 
Augustine forty-two years earlier. 


Jamestown was a genuine colony, 


an outpost of empire. It was not a 
church or a fort; 
its people were 


neither pietists nor freebooters. 
It 


was a settlement for commerce and 
agriculture—the first expression with- 
in the limits of our country, and prac- 
tically the first expression anywhere, 
of that colonizing disposition which 
has so characterized tlie English peo- 
ple, 
which has extended the British 


empire all the way aiound the world 
and which is building up new nations 
111 Canada and Australia. 


Jamestown, outranked in age by St 


Augustine and Santa Fe, is unques- 
tionably the starting pomt of the 
United SUtes. Our country's govern 
ment dates from 1776, but as a settled 
community, with a 
character 
and 


career of its own, the American na- 
tion dates from 11,07. At Jamestown 
was founded that colony of Virginia 
which during the colonial era was de- 
cidedly the foremost of the Thirteen,

Mr. Herbert Bigelow of Cincinnati 


delivered an address in the Y. M. C. A. 
last evening on the "Initiative Refer- 
endum." 
Mr. Bigelow has been for 


.en years pastor of the Vine Street 
Congregational church . in Cincinnati, 
incl has taken a leave of absence and 
rom January has devoted his time to 
educational 
work In behalf of the 


•eferendum measure now pending in 
the Ohio legislature. 
Mr. Bigelow 


stated to a representative of the Ad- 
cocate: 


'Tins' measure is the most Important 


neasure before the legislature, and if 
ncorporated in the 
Constitution it 


vill materially change the method of 
making laws. It provides that acts in 
he legislature shall remain in-opera- 
ive for 90 days after passing. At the 
and of that time, they become a meas- 
ire without the referendum vote, but 
f a petition signed by a per cent of 
:he voters of this state is filed with 
he secretary of the state before the 
expiration of the 90 day per;jd, 
de- 


manding a popular vote on the act of 
he legislature, the legal effect of this 
petition is to hold tins'act in abey- 
ance until the next' state 
election 


when the secretary of state must an- 
nounce 'the-act .upon the official bal- 
of and submit it tor the- vote of the 
eoplq. 
"It is not intended that, there shall 


>e special elections nor that the peo- 
ale shall vote on all measures, 
but 


merely that the people may vote on 
measures to become laws when by 
petition have invoked the referendum. 


"The initiative provides that any 


representative of 'the people or "the 
legislature may framr: a bill, that may 
appear in full upon the petition if a 
designated per cent' of the voters sign 
this petition. If the legislature passes 
it, it becomes a law without referen- 
dum, 
if the legislature rejects it it 


must appear upon the official ballet at 
the next state election so that the 
people may be able /to vote on the 
measure before the enactment of it" 
nto a law. 
. / 
• 


"The function of lobbyist is two-fold. 


It is his business td make bad laws 
through the legislature, also it is his 
business to defeat the making of ~ood 
laws. With the 
referendum 
people 


could defeat measures that are bribed 
through the legislature, and with the 
initiative could enact measures that 
are now defeated by the reactionary 
influence in legislature. 


"It will take 93 Votes to pass this 


measure in the House, and we have 
already assurance of 90 votes. There 
are still many men from whom we 
have not heard. 
We think we will 


have a unanimous vote on the meas- 
ure at' the adjourned session of the 
legislature next winter. 


"Ohio will then be the 
eleventh 


state that has taken this step. The 
other states are South Dakota, Utah, 
Oregon, Nevada, Montana, Delaware, 
Oklahoma, Missouri, North Dakota, 
Maine. Tne peoplu of the last four 
states have not voted on this, but the 
legislature has already voted to sub- 
mit the constitutional amendment."
